There  is  no  rubbing  out  the  fact  that  the 
coming  winter  will  be  a  trying  one  for  the 
poor.  The  general  dullness  in  all  branches 
of  business  throughout  the  country  has 
been  protracted  through  the  spring  and 
summer  months,  snd  there  are  slim  indica¬ 
tions  of  a  better  prospect  for  the  immediute 
future.  Iu  Bloomfield,  while  our  manufac¬ 
turing  establishments  have  furnished  regular 
employment  at  fair  wages  for  the  usual  num¬ 
ber  of  workmen,  onr  building  mechanics 
and  the  poorer  class  of  laboring  meu  have 
had  almoat  nothing  to  do.  There  have  been 
no  public  improvements  or  private  enter¬ 
prises  carried  on  to  any  extent  worth  men¬ 
tioning  by  which  this  class  of  our  popula¬ 
tion  could  lay  asida  anything  for  winter.  In 
anticipation  of  the  privation  that  may  be 
.expected,  it  is  not  too  sooq  to  begin  to  con- 
aider  wayM  and  means  of  relief.  How  are
